INCREASING CROP YIELD 

A now method for Increasing 
Mm yield* of various ngriciiltu- 
1 nl crnjw bns been suggested 
by scientists at tho IGtarkov 
(Uktalito) Agricultural Insti- 
tllle. 

Nature provides seeds with a 
complex nl vitamins and vari- 
ous ferments during the germi- 
nation period, Studies have 
shown that such physiological- 
ly active substances can be ex- 
tracted by washing and wring- 
ing geriuinaUng seeds. The 
“elixir** lints obtained with the 
help of serially produced ma- 
chines moistens seeds. Only 
Ihrec kilos of donor seeds are 
needed to moisten as many 
seeds as It Is required to sow 
a hectare of winter wheat. 

According to scientists, the 
seeds enriched by the stimulat- 
ing elixir have their metabol- 
ism sharply invigorated, result- 
ing In considerable Increase in 
yield. 

CYCLONES ARE BORN 
IN A LABORATORY 

To observe (he birth and de- 
velopment of whirlwinds be- 
comes possible by means of a 
unique device developed at 
the Abastumanl Astropbyslcal 
Observatory of the Georgian 

SSR Academy of Sciences 

(Transcaucasia). The Instru- 
ment imitates vortex forma- 

tions similar to those existing 
In the atmosphere of the 
Earth. Jupiter and Saturn. 

The laboratory "planet" is a 
metol vessel with water about 
1 m in diameter. Whirlwinds 
occur In It during the rotation 
of a miniature disc, ' built into 
the bowl-shaped bottom. The 
waves and currents, forming In 
tho liquid, twist into whirl- 
wfnds. 

For the first Ume In an ex- 
periment scientists obtained the 
so-called long-living cyclones 
and anti-cyclones predicted by 
theoreticians. They also found 
out common laws governing

The area was spared the on- 
slaught of the ancient glaciers 
which spread over lhe Northern 
Hemisphere several thousand 
years ago. This is why pre-gla- 
cier plants many of which have 
been put in the Red Data Book 
have remained inlact here. 

Southern and northern plants 
(over a hundred in all) Includ- 
ing the legendary "root of life" 
—ginseng, shlzandra, and yam 
are adequately protected. 

This ts the fifteenth forbid 
area in the Maritime Territory.

Gold medals for this country’s magician; 




For more than thirty year* 
muilc by Moscow composer Bo- 
ris Chaikovsky has been sur- 
p rising and fascinating *»*il- 
enres and connoisseurs. 

This composer has a unique 
approach, his own beaulllul and 
Interesting world and his works 
pave new' paths in modern sym- 
phony music, says Georg [ Sviri- 
dov, another Soviet composer. 

Boris Chaikovsky uses various 
genres, lie has created a canta- 
ta "Signs ol the Zodiac' 1 , 
rydes ol songs called "Push- 
kin's Lyrics", musical tales (or 
children nnd various types of 
music tor I Urns, One ol Ms re- 
cent works Is "The Last Spring", 

His chief Interest lies in the 
most difficult sphere of sympho- 
ny music and chamber Instru- 
mental genre. Each slop he takes 
lu this field Is marked by great 
originality, daring ness, and art- 
istic nun -com promise. 

Critics point to the composer's 
Uuki with Shostakovich, Pro- 
kofiev, Stravinsky, and Ilia 
epoch ol early classicism. In- 
deed, Chaikovsky's music oilers 
all amazing mixture ol different 
styles, a dialogue wills art of 
remold limes. 

But lids does not exhaust the 
myslcry ol Its unique flavour. 
The composer's favourite meth- 
od Is to "grow" a symphonic 
whole from a simple melodious 
"grain". He has his own world 
oulloob. He adores sudden trans- 
formations. 



Boris Chaikovsky believes that 
hts "Theme and Eight Varia- 
tions" (written lor ail orchestra 
to mark the 425lh anniversary 
ot the Dresden Capeila) has no 
Juxtaposition of good and evil, 
light and darkness. One simply 
passes Into another. Each Image 
holds rudlmenls ol lls antipode... 

Listening to Ids music one 
realizes that sternness changes 
Into tenderness, violent wilful 
rhythms bring listeners to the 
"azure" shores of calm lyricism. 
One involuntarily thinks ol 
tlMnka's words; "Everything In 
life Is a counterpoint, an anti- 
thesis". 

This marks Boris Chaikovsky's 


best music which Is known far 
beyond the Soviet Union. His 
early Slmlonletta for Siring Or- 
chestra; his capital Symphony 
No. 2 for which he was awarded 
the USSR Slate Prize, the brilli- 
ant Instrumental concertos, his 
six string quartettes — - strikingly 
new and dynamic In Ihelr cham- 
ber forms — and, finally, his 
Symphony No. 3 devoted to Se- 
vastopol are magnanimous and 
marked by cosmic brealh. 

To cognize the past, to see 
the sources ol the present In the 
pail, combine the trends ol 
various historic epochs — such 
Is the philosophical undercur- 
rent ol Boris Chaikovsky's sym- 
phonies. 

Analysing hts "Sevastopol" 
Symphony Soviet music scholars 
mentioned the dellnltlon of a 
"well of time" which Is found 
at the beginning ot Thomas 
Mann’s novel "Joseph and HU 
Brothers". He who will glance 
Into this well will see his re- 
licctlon In Its water and the re- 
flection ot the past. 

“It look me a long time to 
create the 'Sevastopol 1 Sym- 
phony," the composer says. 
"Time and again 1 pul It aside, 
only (o resume working Inter ..." 

This symphony whirl: consists 
ol ronlrastlng episodes, has a 
deep breath of an epic lalo and 
the lofty air nl a somewhat lilt- ! 
ter choral. II Is a tribute lo he- < 
role mournful years...

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USSR HELPS DEVELOPING COUNTRIES 


BOOST UP THEIR POWER INDUSTRIES 


The USSR has assisted devel- 
oping countries in building 
over 140 power -generating pro- 
jects, 2-5 of them in coal min- 
ing and ten — in tliB oil- refin- 
ing Industry. These enterprises 
produce quite a tangible eco- 
nomic effect, provided they 
are properly operated. This is 
seen from the following data. 

The power plants built In 
developing countries with So- 
viet assistance total 12.3 mil- 
lion kilowatts, wblrh is com- 
parable with ail lbs power 
plants operating In Africa. The 
plants now under construction 
will provide another 17.5 mil- 


lion kilowatts. The Iv.o groups 
will nuke up (or 15 per cent 
o! the available power capaci- 
ties of all ihe young slates In 
the world. 

The Soviet-assisted coal en- 
terprises produce about 18 mil- 
lion tonnes ol coal par year, 
more than Is mined In Japan. 
Besides, mines have been com- 
missioned (oi another 65 mil- 
lion tonnes that Is almost 
30 per ctnl ol the present pro- 
duction in all the developing 
countries. The enterprises that 
ihe USSR has built or is build- 
ing now can produce 22 mil- 
lion tonnes ol coke. 


The Soviet-assisted oil refine- 
ries in developing countries 
produce about 20 million 
tonnes ol olt products, while 
new enterprises will product! 
another ten million tonnes to 
relieve (he young stales ol the 
need lo buy the costly oil pro- 
ducts from the Western cartels. 

On the whole these powrr 
projects are already saving for 
our business partners in devel- 
oping countries several thous- 
and million dollars annually.
